a) The Battalion consists of six Caiijnnios, or^jinised as follows: 

No. 1 Oenpany - cover designaticn Ocrapnny C, 180 to 200 nm 
No. 2 Oettpony - " " " T, " ” " " 

No. 3 Cempany - " " " B, '• " " " 

No. k Conpany - " '* " ? " " " " 

No. 5 Ociipnny “ ” " A 60 man - 

I'lntoon, 30 nxai, including cooks, clerks, drivers, 
repairs personnel, and: 

Guard Platecn, also numbering 30. 

No. 6 Ccqpony - cover dosigtotion not loaowa; 180 to 200 men. 

b) Each Conpany, except No. 5i is divided into throe tlatoons of 60 to 70j 
The Coy CO is on officer, and his political 2 i/o r. regular H00| only in 
exceptional cases is this function filled ty an officer, since there aro 
not enoui^ of thoao with thu Battalion. 

3» Function of the Battalion 

a) The Battalion provides about 1,000 men to work in the ICLonont QOnVLJD 
pit at HCENI SUGHl as a military brigado, working ivi oij^t-hour day in 
three shifts. The men ore paid as brigade workers, 1,200 to 1,400 Ifcs a 
manth according to oulput, out of virdch they pey 650 Kes a month to the 
military administration for .their clothes, food,otc. 

b) The men ossigaod to the Technical Battalions arc 'hose who ru’o not of 
suitablo class origin or who have undergone seme kind of political 
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punialmont. Since 19^* hjn»vur, it hop booi aaeortod thnt thofc ia no 
difforonco botwoon this nnil othor mllitco'y units, as it too has ordinaiy 
Inihntiy training, and alnco 199 +> tho ontjunt of training has boon steadily 
increasol* In 1954» there was only aio drill cacorciso a month; in 1955» 
tho men had two to three hours' practical and theoretical inlhntry training. 
Oaiaidoixiblo changes have taloon place in tho airaamont of tho unit. Up to 
tho winter of 1955» the Technical Battalions wa’c annod with old Goiroon 
98 N weapons, but at tho alert of 1956, distribution of the new aani-autotintic 
model 52, 7*62 ma rifles begin. 

4* Mo ralo 

a) Ihc morQlo of tho Technical Battalion is rather low, since leave is 
almost non-QKistent and passes are not oven given for caipissionato reasons. 

In addition, the ihet ttnt all axe coispollod to work leads to the attitude 
of trsring to ovoid military training, with tho assertion that they ajo 
brigadors, not soldiers. 

b) A chock on tho men's political qpinions is kept by the NDO Platoon 
OOs, and all those preraotod aro either cenramists or politically reliable. 

When tho men aro distributed in l latoons, five or sis corarunists are picked 
far each Cotpany, and their Job is to keep a check on the others; later 
these aro praiiotod to NDO (national service). 

c) It is visual fbr a unit of tho Interior Guard to bo located near tho 
Technical Battadion;. tho Interior Guard consists of ccranunist or 
politically reliable olonents only; their national service lasts two years, 
as in other units, but their pay is 700 ICcs a month, not as in other units, 

70 ICos. Their duties are to guard military and factory installations and 
to intervene in the event of unrest. They are placed near Technical 
Battadion units to provide a counteipoisc to these unroliablo olonents, 
should there bo any disturbance,

Tho Drj.'ir.cks oro on the West sldo of the HCENI SUCH*'.. - KiRVUll raul, 
anil consist of two groups of buildinos, acrao old onos near tho railw ny 
lino to CSjSIQf TQSIN, and scrao new buildinfis North of tho old onos, on tho 
Noi’th sldo of the road and railwcy tracks to tho GCOTWJD pit, which wuro 
orisinnlly intended for brigade wurlcors* qunrtors. Ihe old port Is about 
£<00 X 300 ni, and tho now is L-shapod, about half tho size of tho 


fonuor.
